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THE  WESTERN  THOREAU  CENTENARY

Some  two  hundred  people  representing  sev- 
eral of  the  Western  states  attended  one  or 
more  of  the  six  sessions  of  the  Western 
Thoreau  Centenary  held  in  Logan,  Utah,  June 
21,  22,  23,  1962.   In  sponsoring  ^his  cen- 
tenary commemoration  of  Thoreau' s  death, 
Utah  State  University  was  acting  as  host  to 
a  Western  regional  meeting  of  the  Thoreau 
Society.   Two  officers  of  the  Society  (who 
were  also  among  its  founders  in  1941)  were 
present  and  participated  in  a  very  full 
week-end  of  activities  including  lectures 
and  discussions,  a  tea  for  Mrs.  Hosmer  and 
Mrs.  Harding,  a  dinner  for  speakers  and 
guests,  natural  history  tours,  and  informal 
gatherings . 

Mrs.  Herbert  R.  Hosmer,  vice-president  of 
the  Society,  graciously  accepted  the  Univer- 
sity's special  invitation  to  attend  and  ad- 
dress the  meetings.   The  only  Concordian 
present,  she  lent  a  peculiarly  authentic 
tone  to  the  affair.   In  her  two  lectures 
dealing  with  Thoreau  and  the  Concord  he  knew 
and  with  the  court  fight  to  save  Walden  Pond, 
Mrs.  Hosmer  delighted  as  well  as  informed  a 
very  appreciative  audience. 

The  Western  Thoreau  Centenary  was  oriented 
around  Dr.  Walter  Hardins,  secretary- treas- 
urer and  president-elect  of  the  Society,  who 
was  engaeed  by  the  Universitv  to  give  the 
three  ma.ior  one-hour  addresses:  "The  Influ- 
ence of  'Civil  Disobedience,'"  "Five  Ways  of 
Looking  at  WALDEN,"  and  "Thoreau' s  Last  Days 
and  Death."  All  three  papers  were  enthusi- 
astically received  by  specialists  and  by  the 
general  public  alike  who  recognized  Dr.  Hard- 
ing's fine  scholarship  and  responded  to  the 
effective  simplicity  of  his  presentation. 
Many  in  the  audience  found  his  account  of 
Thoreau' s  death  one  of  the  mos  t  mo  vine  ex- 
periences of  their  lives.   In  a  one-hour 
business  meeting  Dr.  Harding  and  Mrs.  Hosmer 
discussed  informally  the  organization  of  the 
Thoreau  Society  and  its  aims  and  major  acti- 
vities and  accepted  memberships  from  about 
twenty  interested  persons. 

In  addition  to  hearing  officers  of  the  Tho- 
reau Society,  the  plans  were  to  have  papers 
presented  by  Western  scholars  interested  in 
Thoreau.   Dr.  Olaus  J.  Murie,  the  noted 
naturalist  of  Moose,  Wyoming,  and  Director 
of  the  Wilderness  Society,  planned  a  talk  on 
"Thoreau  and  the  Preservation  of  Nature.," 
but  he  was  prevented  by  serious  illness  from 
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presenting  or  even  finishing  it.   Pour 
other  talks  were  given.   Dr.  Edward  J. 
Rose  of  the  University  of  Alberta,  Edmon- 
ton, Canada,  presented  a  paper,  "'A  World 
with  Full  and  Pair  Proportions':  The 
Aesthetics  and  the  Politics  of  Vision." 
Dr.  Hugh  B.  Pox,  Jr.  of  Loyola  University, 
Los  Angeles,  California,  spoke  on  "Tho- 
reau' s  'Walking'  as  a  Program  for  the  De- 
velopment of  American  Letters."  Mr.  Wil- 
liam Drake  of  the  University  of  Arizona, 
Tucson,  was  unable  to  attend  because  of 
serious  illness  in  his  family,  but  his 
paper,  "Spiritual  Ideals  and  Scientific 
Pact:  Thoreau' s  Search  for  Reality,"  was 
read  by  Mrs.  Rosamond  Sleigh.   Dr.  J. 
Golden  Taylor,  Director  of  the  Western 
Thoreau  Centenary,  presented  a  paper, 
"Thoreau  and  the  Integrity  of  the  Individ- 
ual;" and  he  is  now  editing  it  and  four  of 
the  other  papers  as  a  monograoh  for  fall 
publication  by  the  University  to  be  entitl- 
ed, THE  WESTERN  THOREAU  CENTENARY:  SELECT- 
ED PAPERS. 

Of  the  two  natural  history  tours  held  on 
Saturday  the  7:00  a.m.  till  noon  tour  of 
The  Bear  River  Migratory  Bird  Refuge,  one 
of  the  outstanding  waterfowl  areas  of 
North  America,  was  the  most  rewarding. 
The  Thoreau  Society  eroup  was  guided 
through  part  of  its  64,900  acres  of  marsh- 
lands by  Dr.  Malcolm  E.  McDonald,  wild- 
life biologist  at  the  Bear  River  Research 
Station. 

These  marshes  are  teeming  with  life 
even  in  summer,  the  more  quiet  season 
between  migrations.  Of  the  200  species 
of  birds  recorded  on  the  refuge,  about 
60  are  known  to  nest.   It  is  not  un- 
common for  refuge  personnel  to  flush  a 
dozen  Canada  geese  from  nests  in  one 
day  while  making  nesting  studies.   Hun- 
dreds of  broods  of  ducks  and  geese  can 
be  seen  feeding  on  the  open  water  units 
durine  June  and  July.   The  refuge  pro- 
duces approximately  45,000  ducks  and 
2,500  seese  annually.   The  Canada  is 
the  only  goose  that  nests  in  this  vicin- 
ity.  Principal  nesting  ducks,  in  order 
of  abundance,  are  the  gadwall,  cinnamon 
teal,  mallard,  pintail,  and  redhead. 
Egrets,  herons,  ibises,  and  shorebirds 
nest  in  great  profusion  in  the  lower 
marshes  and  on  the  alkali  flats,  islands, 
and  dikes.  .  .  . 

While  driving,  the  visitor  might  watch 
for  some  of  the  species  more  or  less  pe- 


culiar  to  the  West  and  to  this  area:  the 
western  srebe,  yellow-headed  blackbird, 
American  avocet,  black-necked  stilt,  long- 
billed  curlew,  Wilson's  phalarope ,  white- 
faced  ibis,  snowy  egret,  Franklin's  gull, 
ruddy  duck,  cinnamon  teal,  and  gadwall.... 
Duck  populations  in  early  fall  occasional- 
ly exceed  a  million  birds.   Dr.  Harding,  who 
is  a  bird  watcher  extraordinary,  was  in  his 
element  and  must  have  checked  off  one  hun- 
dred new  species  in  his  FIELD  GUIDE  TO  WEST- 
ERN BIRDS  as  he  made  the  rounds  of  the  re- 
fuge . 

The  Thoreauvians  apparently  had  little 
energy  left  for  the  afternoon  tour  of  Logan 
Canyon.   There  was  no  interest  in  crossing 
a  level  wooded  field  a  quarter  of  a  mile  to 
observe  beav«r"  at  work — much  less  in  climb- 
ing a  mile  and  a  half  straight  up  a  mountain 
to  see  the  giant  3500 -year-old  Jardine  Jun- 
iper tree.   Even  the  favorite  water  ouzel 
of  the  Canyon  clung  to  its  nest  on  the 
sheer  cliff  above  the  rushing  rapids  of  Lo- 
gan River  and  would  not  perf orm--neither 
dip  nor  dive.   Thus  the  group  took  its  cue 
from  nature  (while  acceding  to  human  nature) 
and  sought  rest  and  food  on  the  shores  of 
Bear  Lake.

The  remaining 
essays  make  a  fairly  good  survey  of 
criticism  of  Thoreau  except  that  there 
is  no  negative  criticism  and  that  too 
many  of  them  repeat  each  other  parti- 
cularly on  the  symbolism  of  rebirth  in 
WALDEN — an  important  idea,  granted, but 
one  that  hardly  needs  being  said  in 
one  volume  by  four  different  authors. 
It  is  unfortunate  too  that  the  book 
suffers  from  careless  proof-reading.
